The great majority of drivers rcspecls the' 
trafflo laws and hopes that all this carnage 
on our highways can bo brought under con- 
trol some way or other. 

But that is not enough. These drivers 
should be conscientious to the extent -that 
they'll also support law enforcement officials 
wholeheartedly in bringing the persistent 
violators to Justice. When serving on Juries 
they should convict all who are guilty and 
make them pay their full debt to society. 

The Idaho State Orange Is to be commend- 
ed for the firm stand It has taken. Some time

A balanced federal budget Is an o^eftlve 
any punwjwiul governineht should be eager to 
proclaim, and to pursue with energy. But, lii 
this age of peril, even at best the goal Is ex- 
tremely difficult to achieve. ' 

The Elsenhower administration set this aim 
from the start, but it has not yet been able to 
_ attain It. In the President's first year, the 
-ThMgec-siWifFirTrS -bHIloir dollar 'deficit." in" 
the current fiscal year, prospects are for a 
deftCltT:laseto-4r7-bllllon dollars. 



And now Secretary of the Treasury Hum' 
phrey ssys there is no hope of bringing in^ 
come and outgo Into balance for the year 
which win begin next July 1. Ho doubts that 
the government can do more than hold the 
deficit fomcwhera below 3 billion dollars. 

This performance, measured against! OOP 
campaign promises of 1952, perhaps will give 
the Democrats Bomcthlng to taunt their op- 
ponents with. Nevertheless, the achievement 
Is considerable when placed beside the last 
complete budget of the Truman regime, which 
■showed a deficit of 9.5 bllllop dollars. 

Defense and foreign aid spending, ns nl- 
" ways, form the: hard irat-thatnotrcvcn-the- 
most ambitious budget-balancer can crack. 
It is a question how much more thc50 ouUays 
' could be reduced without gravely impairing 
the national security. 

Indeed, some pretty powerful arguments 
arc advanced for spendlnR bigger sums than 
wc do In this field. Asia Is In pressing need of 
economic help. In the in lUtary, sphere, Russia 
Is believed welt on the wny to having enough 
nuclear weapons and bombers to deliver 
crushing blows against the United States. 

Ironically, some of the Democrat!; who will 
bo chiding tbe GOP on IVt budget-balancing 
promises arc strongly convinced we should 
nbw be spending more. 

But this Is certainly not the vital point— 
whether the administration's critics are con- 
sistent or not. \vhat would seem to bo Im- 
portant Is that we do not "ever make a bal- 
anced budget some sort of magic goal In 
Itself.
